The following items arc signed by Maurice "Nick" McDonald, the Dallas Police Officer who captured Lee Harvey Oswald after the assassination of JFK. ( I ) Signature S 10 00; 

(2) Signed Business Card which pictures a small photo of McDonald, holding Oswald’s gun and is Imprinted with 7 lines regarding the capture X20 00, (3) SP. 4x4 1/2 Close Up 
picturing McDonald holding Oswald’s 38 Pistol - Signed "Officer N. Nick McDonald - Captor / 1-22-63'’ $25 00. (4) Signed 9x1 1 Reproduction of the Homicide 

Report on JFK -CThe expired was riding in motorexHk with wife and ijovehtor John ( 'onnalfy, ’mMffs wifi. H'itness het&d gun shot and smw the eXpiP4d sh/htp foniani^ ^rW ' • 
shotsM’tre heard and the expired fell intp his wife* sldp...'*) - McDonald is listed as the ArrjNflngtMHclJrofthe suspect He has also signed w/his badge number "1 178” $25 00, (5) 
Signed 9x1 1 Reproduction of the Arrest Report on Oswald (’This man shot aiui killed President John /•. Kennedy and Police Officer J. IX I ippit. He also shot and woumled 
( h\emor John Connally”) - Also signed "1178" $25.00; (6) Signed 9x 1 1 Reproduction of Oswald’s Fingerprint Card - also sign^ "1178" $20 00. (7) A 7-Page Report on the 
Assassination and Capture of Oswald - Reproduced is the police radio transmission of JFK's shooting, an account of the arrest and 10 photos including McDonald in front of the 
TexasSchool Book Depository, the Texas Theater, McDonald pointing to the seat where hfe captures Oswald, Oswald’s Mug Shot. Oswald on the autopsy table, etc McDonald 
has Signed 6 Times $25.00; (8) Signed 4-Pagc Reproduction of a March 8, 1964 Parade Magazine Cover Story on McDonald - "7/ie Man Whf Capiuredl.ee Oswald'* - Sighed 4 
Times $20.00; (9) McDonald's Account of the Capture of Oswald - 2-Page Transcript, 1(X)+ lines r\..l felt him pulling his pistol from uinJerneath his .shirt. An Automatic reaction 
of aggression began with me physically, before my brain commanded me. He bnmght the pistol up to my chest. / grabbed for it with my left hand ami graspi’J lus pistol over the 
cylinder and hammer, with all the strength I could muster. / could feel the hammer glide under my hand, as he pulled the trigger. Ihe returning Ikunmer made a dull, audible 
sna/yping sound, as the firing pin struck the flesh of my left hand, betneen the thumb and forefinger. Bracing myself, I sumkI rigid, waiting for the bullet to fwne irate my chest. 

Ihe buHet beneath the firing pin did not receive the full striking force and slightly dented the primer of the shell. / pivoted his pistol tot he side and away from my body. athJ 
realized I was not shot. With a clutched fist. I hit him oxer his left eye, knocking him into the seat... My life def tended on gaining complete control of this weaptm. I somehow 
nuincigtd to grab the handle of his pi.stol with my right hand and Jerked it awLiyfrom him. / shoxed the muzzle into his stomach, attd for a fleeting moment. / thought. He tried to 
kill me and Pd be Justified in killhtg him!* Hut... I pulled the pistol onioy and handed it to a detective standing in the aisle. I called out to my fellow officers, *l*\v got him*''P!** -
